Brazilian Arrests Reach 
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I RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - 
President Arthur da Costa e Sil- 
" va’s government was reported 
Sunday to have arrested at least 
200 persons under a decree that 
■ suspended Congress and im- 
: posed martial law.

JOURNALISTS ARRESTED 
, Those reported arrested in- 
I eluded some of Brazil’s top po- 
’ litical journalists as well as 
prominent political figures both 
■ in and out of office. Some ac- 
’ counts said the government 
would act soon to suspend politi- 
cal rights of opponents. 

Jose Sette Camara, editor of 
the influential Jornal do Brasil 
‘ and a former U.N. ambassador, 
was among those reported ar- 
rested. The paper suspended ■ 

' publication Saturday night “un- 
til conditions of liberty are re- 
stored.” Its owner, M.F. do 
Nascimento Brito, was being 
sought by police. 

However it was announced 
late Sunday that the paper ^ 

. would be on the streets Monday, 

; although it usually does not pub- 
, lish Mondays. 

Papers that did publish— in- 
cludiug the opposition Correio 
da Manha— avoided domestic 
political news. Broadcasting 
stations were reported under 
order s not to “alarm the 
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) population by dwelling on sen-

PUBLISHERS MEET 
I Publishers of Rio newspapers 
met Saturday with Gen. Cesar 
Montagna de Souza to discuss 
'procedures for news checking. 
They refused to apply self-cen- 
sorship and censors were re- 
ported sitting in newspaper of- 
fices. 

Tlie best knoxvn of those 
! reported arrested included ex- 
President Juscelino Kubits- 
chek and Carlos Lacerda, 
former governor of Guanabara 
state. Once bitter enemies, the 
two joined forces against Costa 
e Silva about a year ago. 
Three state governors also 
were said to be under arrest: 
Paulo Pimentel of Parana, Ger- 
emias Fonaes of Rio de Janeiro 
and Pedro Pedrossiari of Mato 
Grosso. ’ 

There were reports of shoot- 
ing Saturday at Catholic Univer- 
sity but they could not be con- 
firmed. 

An early report said popular 
singer-composer Chico Buarque 
de Holland was being held but 
he put in an appearance Sunday 
at a beach.

The government’s decree 
gives Costa e Silva authority 
to deelai-e a state of siege, 
order property confiscated and 
strip individuals of political 
rights for up to 10 years. 

After a coup brought Costa e 
Jilva’s military allies to poweri 
in 1964, about 700 opponents of 
the new regime were placed on 
a purge list. Since then similar 
lists have been issued periodi- 
cally during government crises. 

The country’s major cities 
showed little sign that a crisis 
was in progress. In Sao Paulo 
state militia troops held a 
scheduled parade before thin 
crowds. Some tank s and heavy
